1t is a most pro-
posterons compound of gush and guoss
work., The total vote of the stale
for 1500 i= estimated at one hundred and
cighty-two thonsand thres hundred.
It is safo Lo predict that the total vole
of this &nte will aggregnte not less
thon two hundred thousand, and more
likely two hundpred and ton thousand.
It wis over ono hundred and eighly
thousnnd fn 1888, and two years' growth
of the stute will show un increase of
more than thirty thousand wvotes in n
hotly contested election. But even il
the nggregale vote was only one hun-
dred and ecighty-two thoussnd the ex-
hibit of our contemporary is utterly
boseless, and forthe most part shows o
lack of common sense and a surplus of
inexcusable rocklossnesa,

An Omalin paper of any pretensions
should at least know enough about the
population of this county to mnke nrea-
sonihle estimate of its vote in 1890, Ac-
cording to the World-Ierald Douglas
county will poll eighteen thousana voles
for and agaiust the prohibition amend-
ment next year, The vote of thia
county on presidontial eloctors in 1888
wasgovertwenty thousand, and two yenrs
afterward it cortainly will be not less
thun twenty-five thousand on the pro-
hibition issue, That would only repra-
sent nopopulntion of one hundred and
fiflty thousand, or one votar to every six
inhabitants, In November, 15800, Doug-
lns county will have over one hundred
and sixty thousund population. Omaha
and South Omaha together have one
hundred and twenty-five thousand at
the very lowest estimate,

Asa specimen heick of the furcienl
performancs of tha Wold-Heralid on its
prohibition propheey, we neced only
point  to its estimate on Lancaster
county:

The totul vote in Lancaster county will be
as follows: 'The county clerk says 12,000, the
county judge gave no estimate, the county
trensurer says 12,000, The vote for prohibi-
tion is estimated in this way: By the county
clerk S0, by the county judge no estimate,
by the county treasurer 4,000, Ior high
litense the vote Is estimiated : DBy the county
clork Lo00, by the county judge no estimate,
by the county treasurer 85,000,

Theveupon the lightning calculitor
of the World-1rold reachics the follow-
ing conciusion: *Total vote in Lancas-
ter codnty. twolve thousand; for prohi-
bition, two thousand four hundred;
agniost prohibition, four thousand five
nundred,™

This only foots up six thonsand nine
hundred votes. Whatas to become of
the five thousand one hundred votes
that are not accounted for on either
gide of tho guestion? Arve they likely
to remain neutral ?

The same recklessness in estimates of
the probable vote on probibition and
high license pervades the entire pago
devoted to thissubjeet. Tho informa-
tion furnished is misleading and of no
value whatever to anybody who desires
to forin even the remotest estimate of
the probable outcome of tie prohibition
fgsue in 1500,

—

THE LEAD ORE DECISION.

The lead-mining interests will be dis-
appointed with the decizion of the see-
rotary of the treasury regarding the
clussification of lead and silver oves.
Other interests of no less importance
will be entirely satistied with the posi-
tion of the scerorary. The muttor is a
familine one.  Last Moy the treasury
depavtment wns asked to revoke the
long-stnding raling upder which the
lend=silvor oresof Mesgico were andmitted
froe of daty, on the grdnd that these
ores e composed  chisfly  of
lend which i3 dutiable. T"ursunnt to
this reguest, and pendiog no investiga-
tion, the secretary of the trensury di-
rvocted collectors of customs Lo exercise
grontor eare vespecting the admission
of these ores and to require the pnyment
of duty on them when the nmount of sil-
ver in them was less than the mimount of
lead, The immediate offact of this wns
10 close n p o number of the lond-silver
mwines of Mexico, and to lead that gov-
ernment, as is “helieved, (¢ adopt «
policy of tariif rotalintion applicable
to the live stock and dressed monts in-
terests of the United States,

This question has commandad a great
deal of nttention from the adininistra-
tion. There has been astrong pressure
from the load mining interests for a re-
voeation of the old ruling. Otherin-
torests have been equally active in op-
position to revoking it. The influence
of the American minister to Mexico
nus  undoubtedly been thrown in
favor of allowing the old rul-
ing to stand, and it is be-
lieved ho has  beea  supported in
this by Scovetary Blaine, The faot
thut delegates are hera from other
Amorican countries to discuss & more
liberal policy for extending trado rela-
tions hns exerted a measure of influ-
enca, And besides all this was the
force of the uniform decisious and prac-
tico of the departwent for a number of
vonrs, These deelsions, together with
the opinion oxpressod in o senate ro-
port submitled by the judicinrey commit-
tee of thut body only last year, have
been in  effoot that it the
value ol  silyver or gold  in
the ores lmported from Moxico was
greater than that of the lead, though
the weignt might be léss, the gres are
pot subjoct o duty, ‘The rossonable
presumption of the seoretary is that it
was the intention of congress, that body
having kuowledge of the rulings and
practice of the departmmoent, that the
elassiflcation should turn on the question
of value aud notof guaatity, and he
therefore decides that the depurtmont
is without authority w chunge the
deparimentul and congressionul
definition of these ores, and in
fuith of which large busiouss Intleresis
have been estublished. The prescot
c¢lassification, in the opinion of the sve-

retary, hos attaioed tbe force of con-

grossional conclment, and  that a
change must be sought in cougressional
intervention.,

Undoubtodly the mntter will be pre-
sented to the nttention of congross, but
under the circumstances with little
probubility of inducing that body
to mnke any change. As  we
hinve  heretofors enid in  refer-
ring to this eubject, the time
is not  opportune for solting
up new resteictions and erecting addi-
tionil barricrs to our commercinl reln-
tions wiih other Amoviean countries.
The toudency 1s rather to linding prac-
tienl ways for reducing the existing re-
strictions. The policy this countey is
siming to reach, with respect to all the
countries in this hemisphere, if the
Pan-Amorican congress has any sig-
nificance, is that of freer trade beltween
all American countrics.  Senator Shor-
mnn, inaddressing the forelgn delagales
at Cloveland, snid he was almost ine
clinad to be n convert to frea trada il
that freo teade was confined to Amori-
enn states. That is the idea which
must prevail il the three Americns
conferenco is to be fraitful of any good
rosults, and it wna distinetly contri-
vened by the effort to rovoke the long-
standing ruling and practice regarding
imported NMoxican lead-silver ores.
The decision of the secrctary of the
treasury will undoubtedly boe very gen-
erally approved.

THE NEW COMMISSIONER.

The now commissioner of pensgions,
Genernl avm, will assume the duties
of the office to-day. He is well equipped
for the position, having had a consid-
ernhle exporience in public life, and
being also a lawyer and an old soldior.
Commissioner Ruum will take charge
of tho office under circumstances de-
mwanding the most carveful, intelligent
and consorvalive conduct in its adinin-
istration. The developmentsol the last
few months have caused public atten-
tion to be directed to the atfairs of the
pension office to an extent as 1t had
never beon before, and the interest thus
aroused will follow every act of the new
commissioner, This fact, however, need
cause him no embarrassment, for the
course of his predecessor has not  less-
ened the desire of the country to do
justice to the oid soldiers in the matter
of pensions, but simply created a public
demand that the laws shall be
strictly  observed and that the
nutionnl  weasury  shall  not be
subjected to the arbitrary policy of an
individunl. There is every reason to
suppose that General Raum is in full
accord with the views of Secrotary
Noble regarvding the requirements of
the laws and the duty of the commis-
sioner of pensions under them, aad
while every interest and just domand of
the pensioners will undoubtedly receive
at his hands the most eaveful considera-
tion, the country may reasonably
expect  that  the pension  ollice
wiil ba free under his ad-
ministeation of its affaivs from any
sach practices as huye ctused the rocent
seandals and rendered that braneh of
thoe govornment service o source of so
great solicitude to the administeation.
The president consideved a number of
mwen availnbie for the position of pen-
sion commissioner. and his selection of
Genernl Ilaum must be regarded as evi-
deuce of his superior merit, particn-
larly under the existing civeumstancos,

The immense proportions attained by
the pension servicc mnkes the office
of commissioner one of the highest im-
portance unider the govervnment,  Ac-
cording to the annual reportof the com-
missioner for the last fiscal year, just
completed, the number of pansioners is
witiin a few thousand of hall a million,
nearly fifty-two thousand having been
added to the listduring the year. Theso
beneficiariesof the government received
over eighty-eight miilion dollars, and &
larger sum witl be disbursed durving the
current fiseal yvear. It is apparont,
therefore, that the office of pension
commissioner is one of very great aud
grave vesponsibilities, vequirving uot
only exeaptionn! ability but the highest
integrity. This service is likely to be
thoroughly iovestigated by the mnext
congress, aud material changes in ex-
1sting taws are 1o be expecled,

A WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA. W
The oil fields of Wyoming have
passed  the prospecting The
quality and quantity of the luid is no
longer i question of experciment, but a
demonsteated reality. These fields aro
divided into three distinet divisionsg—
the cevtral or Lander disteict, the
Stockade  distriet on the  nporthern
boundary of the terridory, extending
toward the Bluck Hills, and the *Bij
Horn distrwet, Tho ficst two districts
have been thoroughly explored, and
their extent and yalue as oll producers
sottled beyoud dispute, while the Big
Horn district is in the development
atage,

These o1l basing are continuous and
well detined, Flowing wells are the
rule rather than the exception, and
scurcely o drill has been sunk that did
not penetrate o vast internal sea of il
and gas. Tho importance of this vast
oil bearving reglon to the commerce of
this country can not be readily esti-
muated, Tor thirty years Penusylvania
has enjoyed a practieal monopoly of the
oil market of the world, ana the pro-
duct contributed as muech as tts conl and
iron flelds to make it the foremost ln-
dusteinl state 1n the union. What oil
has done for Penpsylvama it
will do for Wyoming and
the west,  The output of the
{former is gradually dacrensing,
showing that the ocenns of oil arve
nenrly dealued, ond new felds must be
secured to supply the demand. The oil
fields of Russin do not promise grent re-
turps. Lvoeo if they supply the looal
marlkels of the east, it 1s not lkely thant,
with government restrictions and ex-
orbitant taxation, they ean ever be-
come o dungerous competitor of the
Ameriean product in the markets of
Europs.

These conditions are decidedly favor-
able to the active development of Wyo-
miug. Already DPPennsylvania camtal-
ists ure turniog their attention o the
uew flodds, apd capitnl is lowing in at a
rote that insures geeat progress within
the next five ycars,

To Omaha eoterprise and foresight
bolongs the oredit of privging the Wyo-
wing oil felds to wheir present promi-

stugre,

noence. A fow cnpitalists olung to what
at first apmeaced 1o bo a wildeat ven-
ture, fought neainst the prejudics of
eredulous phople, and went clghton
boring into the earth until saccess
crowned theie indomituble staying
qualities, The number of lowing wells
controlled by them is a guarantes that
Omalia sod Nebraskn will reach n large
share of the bonefit suro to follow,
The raileonds  reaching out  for
the teaflie of this region, the erection
of refinerios, ' and the widesprend
interost manifested by capitalists will
plneo thoe product of these fields in the
market much earlier than is generally
expocted. Pipe lines will be laid to
this city as well as to tide waler gouth
and west within a few years and the
murveloys progress which Pennsylvania
onjoyed in the sixties will be repented
in Wyoming.

Next to the mineral wealth of the
west, no field affords groater opportun-
itied for profitable investmont, and cor-
tainly none insures groster relurns,
Oil and gas will solve tha fuel problem
which now rotueds the industrial pro-
grossof Omalinand Nebraska, Thatour
people will realize the full benefit of
this development there is litlle resson
to doubt. Important schemes nre now
afloat, which, when consummated, will
contribute enormously to the commer-
cinl and industrial strength of the oity
and state, and the entire wost,
